Applicants hereby submit comments on the statements contained in the Notice of 
Allowability, dated April 23, 2004 and the Response to Rule 312 Communication mailed on 
February 25, 2005. 

Applicants note that the Examiner had unilaterally amended the Title of the Invention 
to "Method of making a deuterated glass preform for hydrogen-resistant optical fibers" by 
way of Examiner's amendment that appeared on page 2 of the Notice of Allowability that 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance mailed on April 23, 2004. Applicants' subsequent 
attempts to change the amended title of the invention were an effort to make the proposed 
title change more appropriate for the application. While the Examiner's amended title 
references characteristics contemplated by certain aspects of the present invention, the 
invention itself is not so limited, and it is believed that the title as amended by the Examiner 
is, accordingly, rendered unduly narrow and possibly misleading to those who may have an 
interest in reviewing this technology. The Examiner has refiised to enter Applicants* 
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proposed modification, however, and has now suggested that if any changes are to be 
requested, AppHcants must withdraw the application fi"om issuance by way of Petition. 



Because Applicants note that the Title of the Invention does not affect or limit in any 
way the scope of the claims, and because such withdrawal of the application fi-om issue now 
would only cause unnecessary delay and cost in issuance of the resulting patent, Applicants 
will not file a petition to withdraw the application firom issue at this time, and defer to the title 
as amended by the Examiner in an effort to expedite issuance of the patent. For the record, 
Applicants do object to the amended title for the reasons presented. 
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
